Nev ertheleaa the air chiefs spelled ou t their 
coolMitioii that where air potential is con­ 
cerned, Ru aeia ia today in a hopeless positirm— 
compared to the United States, it is virtu ally 
wide open to attack . 
Their rebu ttal is of cou r.se exactly the set of 
circu mstances on which Moscow ba.ses its 
charge of aggressive intent on the part of the 
Week and ju stifies Its own pu rported defense 
bu ild-i^>—which at an hou r’a notice cou ld be 
turned into a vast offensive machine. 
From the aou th Russia is menaced by Amer­ 
ican beata In Africa and Tu rk ey, trained on 
eu eh ppim « T twrgeta as the Bak u oil fields. 
To the West are American ba.ses in the United 
Kingdom and the U.S., pointing at Leningrad. 
Moscow and other indu strial targets. 
The 
Soviet F ar East is open to attack from Amer­ 
ican bases in Japan and the Pacific i.slands. as 
well aa from the U.S., itself. Its whole north- 


em coast, from Archangel to the Bering

A rc tic approaches to the continent 
This means, say the airmen, that Ru ssia 
can’t even pretend, as a blu ff, that they cou ld 
contemplate war against this cou ntry.

That’s all very 
nice, bu t in five years, or maybe ten, ou r 
men see as a fearfu l reality the pu rsu it of w ar 
by long-range atomic rock ets, against which 
there is no defense.

Comparison with today isn’t qu ite fair, 
In view o i the swift bu rgeoning of the motor 
age and the’ m w e recent and equ ally u nan- 
ticipatod growth of Lincoln, Either of the.se 
ak me wou ld have served to ou tdate street cars; 
certainly the combination calls for more r.nther 
than less service and more adju stment to the 
requ irem ents of indu stry. Any new indu strial 
plant Involves, first, 
a park ing prc^lem ; sec­ 
ond, a new grmip of bu s riders. 
Any regu lar patron sees every day on his 
bu s p eo p it 
be k nows have cars bu t who u se 
pu blic transportation to avoid the park ing 
problem, which will u ndou btedly be wor.se be­ 
fore it la better. He sees shoppers, su idenls, 
children flock ing downtown every Satu rday, 
bou nd for awlmming pools or movies. He finds 
himself occasicmally tak ing a cab to su pple­ 
m ent the bu s service that ia pared to the bone 
at certain periods.
